Improvements t <> i -' 1 I ng 
nearly $60,000 were approv­ 
ed for two Carson area 
streets yesterday by the 
County Board of Supervis­ 
ors. The projects were pe­ 
titioned by residents in the 
area.

The board volrvl to pave 
214th Street ert t from Main 
Etreet at an fed cost 
of $30,200.

The street will be paved to 
a width of 30 feet and the 
project will include installa­ 
tion of curbs and gutters.

Pavings of 213th St. be­ 
tween Main St. and Bolsa 
Ave. was authorized at, an 
estimated cost of $10,573.

Plans call for tne paving 
of a 12-foot.-wide strip along 
both the north and .south 
sides of 213th Street, and a 
10-foot-wirie strip on the 
west, si/le of Bolsa Avenue, 
north about. 145 feet, from 
213th Street. Curbs and gut- 
ers will be built, on part of
the prnjrrf.
